foreword 


‘“Whoso would be a man, must be a nonconformist’ 
— Emerson 


Ro in the story of mankind, has the uni- 
versal virtue of tolerance been so vital to our survival. Never, in the history of art, has this simple 
virtue meant so much to our creative development. Nothing was ever gained by the destructive 
criticism of the intolerant ‘soothsayer’. Yet, on the other hand, we can all profit by the simple desire 


to understand—an effort to appreciate something of the most inventive period known to man. 


The fantastic freedom of expression to-day, coupled with the current wide-spread amateur move- 
ment, has projected the issue of standards. The terms professional and amateur have become 
correlative to the layman. As a result, exhibiting pictures of little consequence appears to have 
become a popular pastime. Let not this healthy enthusiasm confound our sense of values. A work, 
whether it be amateur or professional, is either good or bad and only that work which falls within 
the realm of competency should be presented for public appraisal. In this way, indeed in this way 


only, can the student and layman hope to develop any degree of discrimination. 


Few appreciate the service rendered to this country by its professional art societies. Each was born 
out of necessity. Each continues to fulfil that necessity as an important segment in the pattern of 
progress. Their exhibitions are always valuable research centres for the experimentalist. Their 
members expend considerable time and tireless energy toward the encouragement and fostering 
of the arts. By upholding a high level of art content in their annual exhibitions, they have become a 
catholic testing ground for both the professional and amateur, the orthodox and the rebel. 


The selection and hanging committees for this exhibition were faced with an unprecedented number 
of works from every province in the Dominion. It was their task, and indeed an arduous one, to 
select a show of the highest possible standard which would paint a balanced picture of the estab- 
lished and current tendencies in this country. Obviously, space, time and unreasonable weather in 
the West was a controlling factor, but it is our hope that the capable and conscientious effort of 
the Jurors, Joint Committee and Gallery Staff has succeeded in presenting a genuine cross-section 


of Canadian painting, sculpture, architecture, graphic arts and crafts. 


As Chairman of the Joint Exhibition Committee, | would like to add a personal observation. In the 
co-operative action of the contributing Societies, the exchange of ideas and ideals, the mutual 
appreciation of each problem through open discussion should prove an invaluable bond for years 
to come. And yet, it also accented the importance of their individuality as a useful link in the 
future development of the arts in Canada.
